There was 
no. denial of the offence then; the onl, 
excuse tendered was that. he boiled it 
for a friend. Unfortunately he (Counsel) 
was unable to produce the party chiefly 
concerned in this matter; he was cer- 
tified by Dr Young to be. ill with fever 
and unable to attend; he would, after 
going a8 far on with the caso.as possible, 
have to ask, probably, for an adjournment ; 
‘but the case was one in which. they relied 
more on the quality than“on the quantity 
of the evidence. ; 

Mr Brereton admitted that the plaintiff 
was the opium furmer, admitted the licence 
and alao the contract, but not the Interpre- 
tation put upon the latter by plaintiff. He 
was instructed that the story of the finding 
of seven balls of opiam in the defendant's 
possession was simply a myth; no such 
thing occurred. That there was more than 
20 taels was not proved. Ho submitted 
that what the Ordinance referred to was 
opium: in the proper aénse of the word ; 
‘prepared oplum” meant opium properly 
prepared from the raw opitm. 

Tho Attoruey Genoral, in reply to a 
question from the Court, sald he would not 
press. the point as to defendant's being 
found in possession of prepared oplum.

In consequence of such 
inatruottons I went to the Wing ‘Loong 
shop, No 3 Queen's Road West, ' There 
was a mate of mine went with me, Low A 
Yip, also an officer of Exclso, Leo A Yum 
the master of the shop was there. I went 
in; Low A Yip with me. I showed my 
‘written certificate and the Imperial Badge. 
I went: up-stairs to the second ‘floor, 
saw the windows screened with blankets. 
There were four men there, There were 
there .three utensils for boiling Opium 
and three persons stirring them, These 
utensils wore. on the furnace, . The 
drug boing stirred and boiled was opium. 
1am acquainted with the process of 
boiling opium. That was what was 
going on. A man called Lung Achun was 
stirring the middle utensil. I do not know 
what the names of the others were, I sald 
they were illicitly boiling opium at night. 
They had nothing to say. I said they must 
go with me and take the opium with them 
and eee the master, The master was not 
upstairs. Tho opus was taken down- 
stairs, I said to Lee a Yum, whom I saw 
in the ocounting-house down-staira— I 
shall take this oplum. You must go and 
seo the master.” ~He said—‘'I shall put 
on my clothes first and then come, You 
can go first.” The opium.was taken to the 
opium farmer's and there weighed by Chuk 
Pun Shan, The pans and opium were then 
taken to the Police Station. 

Cross-examined ; The opium in the pans 
was not simply the balls cut open ; it was 
being stirred. There was water over the 
opium and the two were being stirred to- 
gether. The opium was not in lumps ; it 
was in a treacly state, Soe 

Inspector Thomson deposed to the opiam 
being brought to the Station. From what 
he knew of opium and from what hehad seen 
of opium produced in the Police Court cases 
.and aworn to by.experts as boiled opium, 
he believed it to be boi!ed opium. 

P. ©. 40 gave evidence, having been 
called to. take the opium to tho station ; 
when it was taken from the Opiom 
Farmer's it was lukewarm. This was about 
an hour and a half after it had been 
brought away from the house where it had 
Beon seized, - 

-Low Ayip, the other exelzo officer who 
was with the first witness when the oplam 
was seized, gave evidence corroborative of 
that of the first witness.

THE BATTIIE OF ULUNDI!. 
AROHIBALD FORBES’ LETTER, WITH LATEST 
‘DETAILS. 

Ina telegram from Mr Archibald Forbes, 
dated Landman’s Drift, July 5, we have 
some furthér particulars of the late action 
at Ulundi, He says (wa take the letter from 
a copy of the Daily News to band by the 
Glencoe) 

-The combat at Ulundi was singalarly 
unvaried by striking incident. There was 
a blg hollow square, and men in red coats 
on the back, rifles in hand. For half an 
-hour this square stood doggedly pouring 
the'sleat of de>th from every face. Out. 
aide “this square, mostly at a respectful 
distance, surged a furious throng of savages, 
brandishing shields and assegais, and firing 
heavily but fitfully from their jagged front. 
Presently these black men wavered ; then 
bolied, sent in flight by the steady admin- 
istration of caviater. The square, still 
grimly-firm, gave ono ringing cheer that 
wes heard in the laager behind; the. 
bayonets wavered in the air for a moment ; 
then. the business recommenced. The 
infantry betook themselves for a few 
minutes to long shots. A centrifugal 
whirlwind of horsemen sped from the square 
as the lightning bursts from the thunder- 
cloud, and dashed hot and fierce after the 
flying foe. Before the cavalry had con- 
cluded. thele innings the {infantry were 
placidly Innching, and the corks were 
Popping off long-boarded champagne ‘bot-

Inside the square a few dead Britons lay, 
who had spent their lives for their Queen 
and country. ‘The green sward outside was 
littered thick with dead Zulus, who, not 
less than our.dead, have fallen for their 
Soverelgn. There is notbing more to tell, 
save of the general fire and smoke that 
seethed in the bosom of the beautifal valley 
as: we marched from it, 1 have no 
manoeuvring, no elaborate tactics to re- 
count; The affair was simply a struggle, 
reduced to. the first principles of ding-dong 
fightings, with the natural advantage to the 
Zulus in numbers; to us in the character 
of the armoment. ‘The only matcuvriog 
dora’ was by Buller’s men, whore horse 
work was superb, clearing the front, mask- 
ing the division while in the rows of form- 
ation in square, stinging the enemy into 
opportune reprisals, and finally chevying 
the fugitives many. miles. . Buller’s men 
had the score of Zlobane. to settle with the- 
Zulus, anda vengeful fury raged in their 
hearts because of a spectacle which. met 
their gaze yesterday. ~
